WHAT WE CLAIM IS: — 

1. A flat bag of heat scalable film ma- 
terial comprising front and -.back panels 
joined together at opposite sides of the bag 
by heat seal welds wherein one or more 
other panels of heat scalable film material 
disposed wholly on the outside of the bag 
is/are joined to. the bag by ' said, side welds 
and is/are otherwise unattached to the bag. 

2, A flat heat sealable bag according to 



.claim 1 wherein the said other panel or esch 
other panel takes the form of a strip readily 
tearable from said bag. 

3. A flat bag of heat sealable film ma- 
terial substantially as described, with' refer- 
ence to the accompanying drawing. " ..
